MUNICIPAL MANAGER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Trustees and Citizens of Middlebury: 

The annual report of your Municipal Manager for the 
work done in the village through the year of 1947 follows: 

We have experienced the same difficulties during this year 
that bothered us during 1946, that is the shortage of suitable 
labor and the difficulties of obtaining materials. 

Nearly all the state aid work has been completed but some 
of the strictly village work was not done. 


HIGHWAYS 


The surface placed on Washington Street and Main Street 
during 1946 was removed and a new surface applied, the ma- 
terials and work now appear to be satisfactory. Main Street 
Hill, Cross Street entire length, Seymour Street shoulder on 
East side from Main Street to Methodist Lane, and about 1000 
feet of Weybridge Street were treated with asphalt. 


The streets in the village center were given their annual 
spring wash on May 138th. 


800 lbs. of calcium chloride were spread on our gravel 
roads, Chipman Park, Thomas Street and Monroe Street. 


Snow plowing and the removal of snow was carried on as 
usual. About 55 inches of snow fell during 1947. An experi- 
ment was tried in plowing our sidewalks with a hired Ford 
Ferguson tractor and a blade or one-way plow. This did not 
do very satisfactory work. We then used a “V” plow with bet- 
ter results but so much ice was left by the first plow that our 
sidewalk work was not satisfactory the first of the year but 
through December the work has been greatly improved. 


DRAINAGE 


500 feet of 12-inch reinforced concrete drain was laid on 
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Washington Street, east and west of High Street and six new 
eatch basins constructed. On Court Street, south of Cross Street 
we have completed the laying of 300 feet of 12-inch metal pipe 
and two catch basins. 


We started laying a surface water drain of 12-inch per- 
forated metal pipe on the west side of Storrs Avenue. About 
500 feet has been laid and 350 feet more will be laid as soon as 
the weather is suitable. The trench over this pipe is backed fill- 
ed with crushed stone and gravel. There will be four catch bas- 
ins built. 


This work would have been completed this year but we 
were unfortunate in striking ledge for a considerable distance 
at the bottom of this trench. 


A new connection was made for the surface drain on Elm 
Street at Exchange Street, correcting another trouble spot. 

These projects should greatly improve the drainage con- 
ditions in the village. 


SIDEWALKS 
No new construction has been undertaken this year. 


Several walks have been resurfaced with asphalt and stone, 
namely the walks across the park from Pleasant Street to Mer- 
chants Row near the railroad bridge. Court Square on the South 
side from Court Street to Pleasant and several short stretches 
that were badly broken up on Main Street through the busi- 
ness section. A short stretch of conerete walk was relaid at 18 
South Street. . 


TREES 


837 of our elms have been sprayed again this year by the 
I’. A. Bartlett Tree Expert Co., for the Elm Tree Beetle. 


In addition many of our trees have been trimmed. This trim- 


ming was done under a joint agreement between the Central 
Vermont Light & Power Co., the Telephone Co., and the Vil- 
lage of Middlebury. Our part of this work was the disposal of 
the branches removed. We also have removed three large trees, 
roots and all, two on North Pleasant Street and one on Semin- 
ary Street. 


SEWERS 


No new construction was undertaken this year. Several 
new houses were connected to the existing sewer at Daniel 
Chipman Park, Pleasant View Terrace, and Green Mountain 
Place. General maintenance and cleaning plugged lines was 
about the same as usual. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Our losses by fire have been kept at a low figure this year 
the only serious one being at the Otter Valley Press building. 


The equipment is the same as it has been for several years. 


A second-hand city service ladder truck has been purchas- 
ed to be delivered to Middlebury as soon as a new aerial truck 
is delivered to the City of Rochester, New Hampshire. Owing 
to the conditions prevailing throughout our country the deliv- 
ery date on this truck has been set ahead several times. 


500 feet of new 214 inch hose has been purchased and is 
in use. 


The so-called curfew blown at 9:15 each evening has been 
abandoned, a test blow is used in its place and is blown at 11:15 
A. M. each day except Friday at which time one of our regular 
fire alarm boxes is pulled at the same hour. 


POLICE 
We have carried on this year with the Chief Donald Wil- 


liamson, one full-time officer and four special officers. 


New traffic laws were approved by the voters at the an- 
nual village meeting and went into effect January 15, 1947. 


The Traffic Court Enabling act was approved by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of Vermont March 15, 1947. They 
were accepted by the voters at a special village meeting on 
March 19, 1947 oe a unanimous vote. 


The ee ticket was issued on March 21, 1947 and during 
the year we have issued 385 tickets for wiolaeiehis of these traf- 


fic rules. 


ANNUAL MEETING 
Our charter has been amended changing the date of the 
annual village meeting from the third Wednesday in January 
to the first Wednesday in February. The act enabling us to do 
this, section No. 239 was passed by the General Assembly of 
the State of Vermont and approved February 21, 1947. 


HISTORIC 


On June 3, the Otter River Valley was visited with an ex- 
tremely heavy rain (5.5”) flooding and doing extensive damage 
to several towns. Rutland suffered the heaviest when a dam 
at Hast Pittsford gave way and the flood water raced through 
a heavily populated area causing about $1,500,000 worth of 
damage. No trains moved over the Rutland Railroad through 
Middlebury from June 3 to June 10. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Our new traffic laws are as a whole working very satisfae- 
torily but there is still a much needed off-street parking area 
to be considered. Some place near the business center where 
unlimited parking may be allowed at.all times. An area that 
will care for 50 to 100 cars. This will take a lot of about 14,000 
square feet in aréa. | 


An article is in the warning to purchase one new truck. This 
is to replace the GMC truck purchased in 1939, and is now in 
such poor condition that the cost of repairs is unreasonably 
high. 


This year has been a very pleasant year for me and I wish 
to thank the citizens in general and the Trustees and employees 
particularly for their consideration and co-operation which 
enabled us to carry on during the year.

ANNUAL MEETING — 1947 
January 15th, 1947 


Meeting called to order at 8 P. M. by Moderator Dr. H. I. 
Slocum. The Warning was read by the Clerk Harry L. Cush- 
man. 


1. Motion by John Bowker and seconded by Robert Holmes 
that Dr. H. I. Slocum be elected Moderator. Carried. 


Motion by M. D. Marshall and seconded by Beach Bly that 
Harry L. Cushman be elected Clerk. Carried. 


2. Motion by Bruno Schmidt and seconded by Irwin French 
that the reports of the officers as submitted by the Auditors 
be accepted and adopted. Motion carried. 


3. Motion by Dr. Freeman and seconded by Prof. Howard 
that this Article “Shall Eastern Daylight Saving Time be ob- 
served in the Village of Middlebury from 2:00 A. M. on Sun- 
day, April 27, 1947 to 2:00 A. M. Sunday, September 28, 1947” | 
be adopted. Motion carried. 


4. W. H. Waite, Pres. of the Board of Trustees, told the 
meeting that at the end of the year the Board had found the 
Village in a better financial state than had been anticipated, 
due to the increase in receipts of some of the departments, hav- 
ing a balance of $15,423.57 of this $8,000 must be paid on notes 
due in April, 1947 which left a balance of $7,423.57 to carry on 
with. Therefore instead of asking for a tax of $2.34 as appear- 
ed in the Village Report the Trustees were asking for the same 
tax as last year $2.16 and that he moved that a tax of $1.39 be 
voted for maintaining and repairing roads and walks in said 
Village for the ensuing year. Mr. Bosworth stated that if the 
Trustees could get along this year with the same tax as last 
year most anyone would be glad to vote the tax and that he 
seconded Mr. Waite’s motion. The motion was carried. 


). W. H. Waite moved that a tax of $.77 be voted to pay 
expenses for the ensuing year and to pay outstanding orders 
and obligations of the Village. Seconded by Joseph Calvi and 
carried. 


6. Moved by P. J. Hincks that Ralph Elliott and Wm. Up- 
son succeed themselves as Trustees for a term of three years. 
Seconded by Bruno Schmidt and carried. Moved by Ralph El- 
liott that Bruno Schmidt succeed himself as Water Commis- 
sioner for a term of three years. Seconded by Mr. Drake and 
carried. 


Moved by P. J. Hineks that Robert Bowles and J. Wilbur Smith 
succeed themselves as Auditors. Seconded and carried. 

Moved by M. D. Marshall that Elizabeth Fitzpatrick succeed 
herself as Tax Collector. Seconded by Prof. Cady and earried. 
Moved by John Bowker that Harry Cushman succeed himself 
as Treasurer. Seconded by Richard Brown and carried. 


7. Prof. Howard spoke briefly on this article and moved 
that the Ordinanee for the regulation of traffic and parking in 
the Village of Middlebury be adopted. This was seconded by 
Prof. Cady. | 
Mr. Bosworth, Village Attorney, then took the floor and com- 
mended Mr. Lothrop for the fine work he had done in writing 


up the eode. He did, however, criticize various portions of the 
code, but as he said only to show their weakness should they 
come before a court. 

Mr. Bosworth offered several amendments to clarify some of 
the articles. 


Amendments :— 


Art. 1-B. That portion of the street or highway between 
the regularly established curb lines, or (where there are no 
curb lines) that part devoted to vehicle traffic. 


Art. 1-D. That portion of the roadway (set apart) for pe- 
destrians to go from one side of the street to the other. 


Art. 2-C See. B. That the word (stopped) be deleted and 
(while so stopped) be added at the end of the paragraph. 


Wallace Otis raised the question why the park, where the 
cannon now stands, could not be used as a parking lot. Mr. Bos- 
worth stated he could not answer this until he had studied the 
legality of such a move. Mr. Otis also asked why the stop light 
couldn’t be used again. Prof. White answered that he had ob- 
served that it was somewhat of a hazard because motorists were 
constantly speeding up to beat the light. 


Mr. Bosworth moved that the amendments be inserted in 
the code. This was seconded. Mr. Lothrop said the changes met 
with his approval and asked that there be also included in the 
amendments that this code take effect March Ist, 1947 and a 
copy of the code be published in the Middlebury Register and 
Addison Independent in the issue of January 24, 1947. 


The Amendments were then voted on and earried. 

The entire code was then voted on and adopted. 

8. Prof. Cady moved that the meeting be adjourned, sec- 
onded by Beach Bly and so adjourned.

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The new parking regulations were put in effect March 1st., 
after a three weeks’ warning period. The first violator was 
given a ticket March 21. During the period from March 21, to 
December 31, there were 360 violators, nine of which were sec- 
ond offenders. Eighteen tickets were voided and refunds made 
when operators of vehicles tagged were not in violation accord- 
ing to various sections of the regulations. 


Officer Carroll Benson resigned his position November 7. 
His place was ably filled by Officer Joseph Booska, who took 
over the daytime police position November 138. 


The combination of a day officer and the new parking ree- 
ulations had the desired effect of releaving the traffic problem 
which confronted us especially on Main Street and Merchants 
Row. 


I believe that a 15-minute zone in front of the Post Office 
consisting of not over six parking spaces would help the situa- 
tion in that area. 
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Several towns and cities in the state installed parking 
meters in 1946 and 1947. The reports of metered parking are 


most favorable and I believe would work to good advantage in 
Middlebury. 


I have received much valued assistance from the High 
Sheriff and his Deputies, our Regular and Special Officers, In- 
spector Chandler, Troopers Smith and Potter of the State Po- 
lice for which I express my appreciation.

Your Boy Scout Committee is pleased to report the con- 
clusion of twelve months of Scouting activity in this village. 
Troop 36 held 40 weekly meetings of instruction and Scoutcraft 
under the able leadership of Scoutmaster Lawrence Willard 
and Assistant Scoutmasters Jack Krantz and Norman Smith.

Sunrise a total of 27 camping weeks. 


Senior Scouting was represented by a group of older Scouts 
in Explorer Post No. 36 under the leadership of John Drake 
and directed by Mr. Bruno Schmidt and Mr. A. T. Dutton of 
the committee. These Scouts engaged in advanced camping, 
hiking and exploring under all weather conditions. 


During the year Middlebury citizens donated $957 for the 
support of Scouting and received and accepted many offers of 
help in the form of talent, leadership and material. Included in 
the total of $957 was $225 given for the employment of a part- 
time professional field Scout executive for Addison County. 
Ilowever, due to the few young men now entering professional 
Scouting because of more attractive salaries in other fields it 
has been impossible to obtain such a field man but beginning 
January 15, 1948, this section will be served one week out of 
each month by the Scout Executive from Bennington. 
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Among the other donations were the cost of nine weeks at 
the Seout camp which your committee awarded to deserving 
Boy Scouts on merit and other bases. The actual cost at Camp 
Sunrise this past summer was #8.73 more per week than each 
Scout was asked to pay. 

About 40 Middlebury boys were served by the complete 
program. Your committee of 19 citizens has formulated and al- 
ready energized the 1947-48 Scout program and Seouting is 
continuing as in the past. 

The Scout committee wishes to give its special thanks to 
the Volunteer Firemen’s Association for the free use of its meet- 
ing rooms for Scout purposes and to the Village Trustees, its 
sponsors, for its support and co-operation. Ca

MUNICIPAL MANAGER'S REPORT 


To the Board of Water Commissioners and the 
Citizens of Middlebury Village 

Am again submitting for your consideration my report of 
the work done in your water department for the year ending 
December 31, 1947. 

During the year we have added to our existing mains, 57 
feet of 2-inch east iron pipe on Methodist Lane and 114 feet of 
2-inch cast iron on Shannon Street at the westerly end. 

Our distribution system is still about the same as last year, 
namely, 26 miles of cast iron pipe from 4 to 10 inches in dia- 
meter, and 79 hydrants. 

Nineteen new services have been installed, bringing the 
total to 714. 149 of these are metered and 565 on the flat rate. 
One additional 6-inch gate has been installed on the Bristol 
Reservoir line. 

We now have 49 four-inch, 52 six and 8 ten-inch gates. 23 
house services have been renewed. Thirty-two leaks have been 
repaired on house services, 42 on main lines, and one hydrant. 

Our largest leak was on the Bristol line. On Sunday, June 
22, this line pulled apart and before it was discovered the 
Chipman Hill Reservoir was empty, all the water pumped from 
Palmer Spring ran out through this leak so that for several 
hours we had no water in the system. 

When the leak was located the Bristol line was shut off 
and the larger pump started at Palmer Spring. There was water 
in all our hydrants by 11:00 P. M.. 

This leak and many more which we have had on this line 
were at a point west of Munger Street on the Edgar Butter- 
field farm. This line was originally laid through a swampy 
area on a hillside and apparently the pipe line has been moving 
slowly downhill for several years. 

We have, we hope, corrected this fault by relaying about 
450 feet of this line in a new location, further up the hill and 
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in solid ground. The water was turned into this line again 
November 19. | 

All these leaks have cost considerable in labor and materi- 
als for repairs and in excessive pumping costs. 

The Bristol Notch Reservoir was cleaned twice this year. 
The gate in the dam has been tightened up by installing stop 
planks on the up-stream face of the dam over the present gate, 
ereatly reducing the wasting of water through this gate. 

We would again bring to your attention the fact that we 
have entirely too many four-inch mains in.our streets which 
will be a great handicap in fighting a large fire, being too 
small to deliver a sufficient amount of water. We must plan 
to replace these small pipes. 


NEW WATER RATES 


After spending considerable time and study new water 
rates have been established by the Water Commissioners. 

Robert W. Drake has done the greater part of this work 
and the Village should give him eredit for it. He has saved us 
many hundred dollars by his expert efforts. 

The report of the Commissioners, together with the new 
rates, follow as a part of this report.

NEW WATER RATE SCHEDULE 


Before the war, the present schedule of water rates was 
sufficient to furnish water, pay interest on the water depart- 
ment debt, make the necessary extensions and improvements 
to the system each year. In most years there was some debt paid 
off. | 

Labor and material have more than doubled in price. The 
income from the present water rates is not sufficient to operate 
the department. For two years we have used $2,000 per year 
from our sinking fund and ealled it ‘‘income.” There is consid- 
erable building in the village. There is no monéy available for 
extending mains to give new homes’ water ‘service and fire pro- 
tection. There are much needed improvements which were 
partly finished When the’ war began.and, cannot be oe 
Without money,,,. > - atte. 
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Water rates must be increased. The question is how much. 
To put the department back where it was in 1988 rates would 
have to be almost doubled. This is certainly to be avoided if pos- 
sible. 

The water commissioners have delayed for two years in 
hope that costs would stop rising and we could establish a new 
rate structure which could be unchanged for years. Costs are 
still rising but we cannot wait any longer. 

After some months discussion the water commissioners 
have decided to adopt a new rate schedule which will result 
in an average increase in rates of about one-third. This will by 
no means enable us to do all the things desirable. If there is 
further increase in the price level we may have to increase rates 
again soon. Even at present wages and material costs we shall 
be able to pay only half the cost of extensions to serve new 
buildings, the number of other improvements will be decidedly 
limited. 

There is genuine doubt in our minds whether we should 
not raise rates more, and do more of the things which need to 
be done. 

The new rates are not a uniform increase of one-third over 
the old. | 

In drawing up a new schedule of water rates the following 
aims have been kept in view: Water bills should be more elose- 
ly in proportion to the actual cost of serving the respective 
water users than is the ‘case at present; a water users bill should 
be as closely as possible the same for the same service, whether 
he uses water through a meter or om flat rate. 


SERVICE CHARGE 


The cost of serving a water user is by no means in propor- 
tion to the amount of water he uses. In paying his water tax 
a customer pavs for two things, water and fire protection. 
There are very few, if any localities in the village where the 
mains are not four to ten times as large as needed, leaving fire 
protection out of consideration. In more than half of the vil- 
lage area the mains are too small for adequate fire protection. 
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It is evident that a considerable portion of the annual cost otf 
' water service is due ‘to fire protection considerations alone in 
larger mains, reservoirs, pumps, ete. : 

Even considering only domestic water supply the cost of 
supplying a user is by no means proportional to water used. 

The cost of the service pipe from majn to shut off valve 
near sidewalk is borne entirely by the water department. Our 
records show that these last on the average about 25 to 28 years 
and six out of seven require one repair before replacement. 
Replacement cost is generally around $50 to $75 but one out 
of three cost two or three times as much. On the average it 
costs much more to replace a service from main to shut off than 
to install one at a newly built house, for in the intervening 2d 
years or more the street is often paved. 

One conclusion from this study of repair costs was some- 
what unexpected. We find that the repair jobs cost triple more 
than replacement on the average. In most replacement jobs we 
pull in new ‘copper tubing with very little trenching. Most re- 
pair jobs involve considerable digging. When a service is old 
enough to require a repair, a complete replacement is usually 
necessary within a few years. It is cheaper in the long run to 
replace the first time. We are doing this with the part of the 
service for which the water department stands the costs, but 
we have great difficulty in persuading the customer to order 
replacement on his portion. 

In the case of most single family village residence eus- 
tomers, the cost.of serving them would only be reduced by one- 
third or less if they used no water at all. The cost of installing 
and repairing underground piping, billing, collecting, ete., is a 
cost of standing ready to serve. Once the service is installed 
these costs go whether the house owner takes any water or not, 
just as does the cost of mains and hydrants for the fire pro- 
tection. 

In the new schedule of rates there is included a service 
charge to cover many items of cost which are unaffected by 
the amount of water consumed. This charge is not the same 
for all consumers. A large consumer has fire protection on a 
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larger; more expensive building. He has a larger, more ex- 
pensive service pipe and meter. It seems just that he should 
pay a larger service charge. 

It may not be generally known that excellent water met- 
ers, even when new, will pass a surprising amount of steady 
leakage flow without registering it at all. A meter of the size 
used for farms and residences when new will pass from 125 
to 500 gallons per day while a, meter several years old will pass 
much more before it starts to register. Our largest meters are 
3”, Few new 3” meters will register at all on a steady leakage 
of 1500 to 2500 gallons per day and when ten or 15 years old, 
the majority require severai times to start them. 

Not every customer has sufficient leaking faucets, toilets, 
ete., to equal these figures, but such leakage is a considerable 
portion of the water pumped, it costs money to pump it and 
deliver it and someone must pay for the pumping. The serv- 
ice charge for metered customers contains some allowance for 
this unmetered flow. The cost has been apportioned according 
to meter size qn the basis of New England Water Works <As- 
sociation data. 

When the matter of increased rates has been discussed 
with water users there are two or three questions which have 
always ‘come up. Perhaps it will be as well to diseuss them 
here: | 

1. Why didn’t the water board raise rates sooner? Ans- 
wer: The principal reason was because they disliked to raise 
rates repeatedly, and had little idea how high wages and prices 
would finally go. 

2. The water department has plenty of money, look at 
the village report. They always have a balance at the end of 
the year. Answer: The income of the water department all 
comes when the semi-annual water bills are sent out, in April 
and October. The money on hand at the end of the year is what 
is left of the October collections after paying November and 
December expenses. The department must run three and one- 
half more months before they get any more money. 

3. Why is not everyone metered. My neighbor wastes 
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water! Answer: That is a fair question indeed. It has been 
studied in detail time and again. Some years ago certain class- 
es of customers were metered because they used a lot of water 
and some of them wasted a lot of it. 

About 34 of our customers are still served on a flat rate 
basis. 

It has been argued from time to time that more equitable 
billing would be possible if all customers were metered. 

Customers who waste water and thereby increase our 
rapidly growing pumping expense would pay for what they 
waste. 

A careful study of the question in 1942 and again in 1947 
brings out the following facts. 

To purchase and install meters on our 550 present flat rate 
customers at present prices would cost $22,000 or more if we 
could obtain competent men to do it in the immediate future. 

From. data on meters now being repaired and worn out 
meters replaced, we judge that the life of a good water meter 
is, on the average, around 20 to 25 years and’ that long be- 
fore that time it registers much less than the true total water 
flowing through it unless extensively repaired one or more 
times. 7 

The cost of replacements on worn out meters, meters in- 
jured by freezing, meter repairs and calibration, investigating 
complaints, reading of meters and all the additional costs re- 
sulting from installing meters would, over a, period of years, 
amount to much more than we would save in pumping expense 
from metering the average village residence. This would be a 
direct increase in the ‘cost of operating the water department. 
The water users would have to pay it. 

Most of the classes of customers where large waste of wat- 
er has occurred in the past are already metered. 

At the present rate of increase in demand for water it will 
not be a great many years before we will be obliged to develop 
a third source of supply. If prices do not decrease substantial- 
ly meanwhile we may expect that the cost of such a develop- 
ment will be more than $150,000.00. When that time approaches 
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we may find it desirable to meter all water users to reduce 
waste. Metering might delay the necessity for the larger in- 
vestment for five to ten years, perhaps more. 

First, a service charge as follows depending on the size of 
meter installed. 

¥” Meter — Service charge $12 per year. 

¥/,”” Meter — Service charge $20 per year. 

1” Meter — Service charge $30 per year. 

144” Meter — Service charge $50 per year. 

2” Meter — Service charge $80 per year. 

3” Meter — Service charge $160 per year. 

4” Meter —- Service charge $250 per year. 

6” Meter — Service charge $500 per vear. 

Size and type of every meter installed shall be determined 
by the Water Commissioners. 

In addition to the service charge, the water passing the 
meter will be paid for as follows:—0 to 10,000 cubie feet per 
half yearly billing—12e¢ per 100 eu. ft.; any excess above 10,000 
per half yearly billing, 7e per 100 ecu. ft. 

All meters larger than 5/8” size will be paid for by the 
customer. 

All meters will be purchased by the water department. We 
cannot allow cheap, inaccurate, short-lived meters on the sys- 
tem. We cannot use a variety of makes because we cannot stock 
spare parts for all of them. 

Within the village limits no meters will be installed at res- 
idences occupied by less than three families except in cases 
where the water commissioners decide that it is to the advan- 
tage of the water department.

MUNICIPAL MANAGER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Trustees and Citizens of Middlebury: 


The twelfth annual Village Report of work done under 
the Manager plan of government during 1948 follows: 


The difficulty in securing material and equipment to 
carry on our work has delayed the completion of the various 
projects this year as it has in the last two years. 


HIGHWAYS 


The construction projects completed with State Aid 
were new asphalt mix shoulders 6 ft. in width on Court 
Street both sides for about 3500 linear feet. Washington St. 
was given asphalt shoulder treatment on the north side from 
High Street westerly about 250 feet. 


Resurfacing of South Street with asphalt, 2100 feet. 


New tack coat of tar applied to Morningside Road from 
Weybridge Street to a point 550 feet westerly and Shannon 
Street from Weybridge Street westerly and northerly 580 
feet, and Monroe Street from Court Street easterly. A short 
stretch of Washington Street adjacent to the Town and Vil- 
lage line was surface treated. 

Calcium chloride was applied to our’ gravel roads 


namely Thomas Street, Daniel Chipman Park and Exchange 
Street. 


SNOW 


Snow plowing and removing costs were materially low- 
ered by the purchase for $500.00 of one Hunter Snow Scoop 
for removing snow. 

With a snowfall of 60 inches last winter compared with 
73 inches this winter, the cost of handling for 1947 was 
$3249 whereas the cost for handling for 1948 was $1740. 

We took care of 13 inches more snow at a cost of $1500 
less. 

The plowing of walks was done with a hired Ford Fer- 
guson Tractor and a “V” plow.

DRAINAGE 


Our drainage problems should have serious considera- 
tion and study. 

Many of our streets are flooded during heavy rains and 
there is no place for the water to go except to run off over 
the property on the lower side of our various streets. 

We completed the laying of 850 feet of 12-inch perforat- 
ed metal pipe on the west side of Storrs Avenue. This drain 
has proven its value. Many of the houses on the east side 
of the street that have had wet basements in the spring 
showed a marked improvement this spring even before ,this 
work was complete. 

The drain which has been located across the land of 
Mr. and Mrs. Rivat on North Pleasant Street has been dis- 
continued and the water now runs through a 15-inch pipe 
laid on the west side of this road. 


SIDEWALKS 


Practically no work was done on sidewalks owing to our 
inability to secure competent labor to carry on this work. 

Sidewalks are one of our most hazardous problems and 
should be given more consideration. 


TREES 


Our elm trees have been sprayed for the elm tree 
beetle this year, as usual, the work being done by Floyd J. 
Moorby, Inc. of Burlington. 

Twelve old misshapen trees were removed from the Vil- 
lage Green allowing more sunlight to reach the grass and 
giving the remaining trees a better chance for health 
growth | 


SEWERS 


No new sewer lines were laid and only a few new house 
connections were added.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Fire Department has operated under the supervi- 
sion of Chief Arthur Benedict and Asst. Chief Jack Lowre. 


We have added to our equipment the ladder truck men- 
tioned in last year’s report. 


Three of our volunteer force went to Rochester, New 
Hampshire on Sunday, February 8, 1948 and on Monday, 
the 9th drove this truck to Middlebury arriving late in the 
evening. After a thorough overhauling it was placed in 
service. 

The equipment on this truck consists of two 25 ft., one 
35 ft., one 24 ft. and one 28 ft truss ladders, one 12 ft. and 
one 16 ft. roof ladder, one 20 ft. and two 30 ft. straight lad- 
ders, and one 50 ft. truss extension ladder making a total of 
295 feet of ladders. Also 4 pick headed axes, 1 roof cutter, 
1 hammer headed pick, 1-door opener, 2 square point shovels, 
two forks and two crow-bars. 


The cost of this truck was $2000. We should give Mid- 
dlebury College full credit for donating one half this cost 
or $1000. 


We now have a 750 gallon per minute pumper, one 350 
gal., and this fully equipped ladder truck. 


POLICE 


The Police Department has continued its good work 
under the supervision of Chief Donald Williamson with the 
very able assistance of Joseph Booska, our popular traffic 
officer. 

We have also had several special officers this number 
varying from time to time. 

Our parking ordinance amendment extending the limit- 


ed parking area to Seymour Street on the north side of Main 
Street has proven a help to persons using the Post Office.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


Our traffic ordinance should be further amended ex- 
tending the time of limited parking, especially on Saturday 
night when the time should be set to terminate at 9:00 p.m. — 

Your Manager does not like to advocate an increase in 
the tax rate but with the price of labor and materials in- 
creasing we must face facts. 

There is the storm drain problem, the lack of proper 
upkeep of our sidewalks together with the surface main- 
tenance and reconstruction of most of our streets to be 
seriously considered. 

We should also give more thought to our shade trees, 
many of our finest elm trees are in need of trimming and 
pruning to keep them in healthy condition so that we may 
have them for years to come. 

It is true that many are about done and as they die off 
should be replaced. When this replacement time comes ser- 
ous thought should be given to the location and spacing. | 

All this costs money but if we are going to keep up 
with these necessary projects we must plan to spend more 
money each year, and for several years to come. 

The reports of the various departments will be found 
on the following pages. 

This year has been a year of uncertainty regarding the 
progress of several of our Sth tay as to the time of starting 
and completion. 

Nevertheless, our work has been carried on with no dis- 
agreeable incidents and with good cooperation among the 
employees, trustees and the Manager, all of which has made 
it a pleasant year for me.

ANNUAL VILLAGE MEETING—1948 
February 4th, 1948 | 


Meeting called to order by Moderator, H. I. Slocum at 
8 p.m. The Warning was long, and to save time, it was moved 
by Wayne C. Bosworth and seconded by Irving Denton that 
the reading of the Warning be dispensed with at this time 
as each article would be read as it is brought before the 
meeting. Motion carried. 


1. Moved by Ray Marshall and seconded that Dr. H. I. 
Slocum be elected to act as Moderator. Carried. Moved by 
Floyd Keese and seconded that H. L. Cushman succeed him- 
self as Clerk. Carried. 


2. Moved by William Burrage and seconded by A. T. 
Dutton that the reports of the Officers as submitted by the 
Auditors be accepted and adopted. Carried. 


3. Moved by Bruno Schmidt and seconded by Russell 
Sholes that the Article on Daylight Saving Time be adopted. 
Carried. 


4. W. H. Waite, President of the Board of Trustees, 
stated that the original budget called for an overall tax of 
$2.33 but after careful planning the Manager and the Board 
believed they could get along with $2.25. He therefore, 
moved that a tax of $1.51 be voted for maintaining and re- 
pairing roads and walks in said Village. This was seconded 
by Prof. F. E. Howard. 


Mr. Bosworth then took the floor and spoke on the tax 
problem and was of the opinion that it was best at this time 
to try to keep down the tax rate even if we had to go into 
debt for a year or two. He moved an amendment to the mo- 
tion that the tax rate be kept at the same figure as last year 
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$1.39, this was seconded by Mrs. Parent. After two voice 
votes and a standing vote on the amendment the Moderator 
was unable to make a decision and called for a ballot. The 
ballot resulted as follows: Yes-90, No.-79, and the amend- 
ment was carried. The original motion was then voted on 
and lost. 


5. Mr. Bosworth moved that a tax of $.77 be voted to 
pay expenses for the ensuing year and to pay outstanding 
orders and obligations of the Village with interest. Second- 
ed by W. H. Waite and carried. 


6. Moved by M. D. Marshall that a tax of $.17 on the 
Grand List be voted to purchase a new dump truck. This 
was seconded by John Bowker. 


Mr. Bosworth moved an amendment to the motion that 
the Trustees be authorized to purchase a new dump truck 
but that the payment be made out of the general funds. Sec- 
onded by Sam Gordon, Sr. The amendment was then voted 
on and lost. The original motion was then voted on and 
carried. 


7. Moved by Robert Hope that this article, relative to 
voting a tax for recreational purpose, be laid on the table, 
this was seconded and after some discussion and the opinion 
of two Attorneys the Article was ruled out of order. 


8. Moved by Wayne C. Bosworth and seconded by Rob- 
ert Hope that this Article be laid on the table. Carried. 


9. Moved by William Slator and seconded by Bruno 
Schmidt that the Article amending Article 11 D, Section 4, 
of the By-laws of the Village of Middlebury, so as to read 
as follows: Parking Prohibited in Certain Places, etc. be 
adopted. Motion carried. 
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10. Moved by Russell Sholes and seconded by William 
Slator that this Article: ‘‘To see if the voters of the Village 
of Middlebury will vote to instruct the Trustees to install 
and maintain parking meters wherever limited parking is 
in force’, be adopted. This article was discussed pro and 
con by Mr. Jerome, Waite, Slator, Holmes, Hoyt, Murdock 
and Marshall. Motion not carried. 


11. Before a motion could be made on this Article Mrs. 
Riley made an extensive plea to the voters that the breed- 
ing and sale of dogs was one way she had of making her 
living and supporting her family, and sincerely hoped that 
this measure would not pass. Several of the voters also 
spoke on this Article. 


Moved by Ralph Emilo and seconded by Wilfred Fer- 
land that this article which would prevent any person from 
keeping dogs for purchase or sale within the Village limits 
be tabled. Motion so voted. 


12. To see if the Village will vote to amend Section 138, 
Article 11 (F), of the By-Laws of the Village of Middlebury 
as amended, by adding there to the following: etc. Mr. Bos- 
worth and others spoke on this Article. Moved by Bosworth 
that this Article be adopted, seconded by William Slator. 
Motion not carried. 


13. Moved by Bruno Schmidt and seconded by William 
Slator, that Harry L. Cushman succeed himself as Village 
Treasurer. Carried. 


Moved by Prof. Robinson and seconded by Bruno 
Schmidt that Peter J. Hincks be elected to succeed himself 
as Trustee for three years. Mr. Hincks asked to have his 
name withdrawn but it was the opinion of many that he 
carry on. The motion was put and carried. 


Moved by Carl Warner that Wayne Bosworth be elected 
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a Trustee. Mr. Bosworth asked to have his name withdrawn 
and stated his reasons. His name was withdrawn. 


Moved by W. J. Ferland and seconded by Edward Gipson 
that John Burke succeed himself as Trustee for three years. 
Motion carried. 


Moved by Robert Hope and seconded by Rea Murdock 
that Robert Drake succeed himself as Water Comm. for 
three years. Carried. 


Moved by Ralph Emilo and seconded by W. J. Ferland 
that Robert Bowles succeed himself as Auditor. Motion car- 
ried. 3 


Moved by W. H. Waite and seconded by W. J. Ferland 
that Elizabeth Fitzpatrick succeed herself as Tax Collector. 
Carried. 


14. Under this Article M. D. Marshall brought up the 
subject of a Parking Lot. He moved that the Chair appoint 
a Committee of three citizens to consider the needs and pos- 
sible location of a Parking Lot, this Committee to report to 
the Trustees at their April 13th, 1948 Meeting. This was sec- 
onded by Ralph Emilo and carried. Rev. Ward spoke on the 
playground and questioned where the funds came from for 
the purchase of equipment, etc. It was brought out that 
most of it was financed by different organizations of the Vil- 
lage. Miss Olive Deane brought up the question of zoning 
and asked information as to what the Committee had done. 
Mr. Lothrop stated that due to failure to get the Committee 
together, nothing had been done but that he hoped to get 
something started soon. 


There being no further business the Meeting adjourned.

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Several more arrests for speeding were made in the 
Village when complaints were received and turned over to 
the State Police, who are able to pace violators with their 
Police Cars. The State Police through Inspector Chandler 
have been most cooperative in all phases of Police Work since 
their inauguration. 
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I believe that consideration should be given toward 
changing the parking regulations so that the one hour zones 
would be in effect until 9:00 p.m. on Saturday nights.

Officer in a courteous and capable manner. 


Some traffic difficulties were encountered at fires during 
the past year, hindering the firemen getting to the fire and 
laying the hose, etc. 


I take this opportunity of quoting from the Traffic 
Code: 


Operation of Vehicles-Section 2. “It shall be unlawful 
for the operator of any vehicle other than one on public offi- 
cial business to follow closer than five hundred feet (500) 
any fire apparatus traveling in response to a fire alarm or 
to stop any vehicle within five hundred feet (500) where 
such fire apparatus has stopped in answering to a fire 
alarm.”

Sheriff and his Deputies, our Regular and Special Officers, 
Inspector Chandler and Trooper Howard of the State Police 
for which I express my appreciation.

MUNICIPAL MANAGER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Water Commissioners and the 
Citizens of Middlebury Village 


Am submitting the annual report of the Municipal Man- 
ager covering the work of the department during the year 
of 1948. 

We have added to our existing mains 225 ft. of 6 inch 
pipe on Maple Street. One hundred feet of 6 inch and one 
new hydrant was laid from this line south of Cartmell Sales 
and Service, at their expense. 

We have discontinued about 880 feet of 4 inch on 
Seymour Street and replaced it with 400 ft. of 8 inch and 
480 ft. of 6 inch. Three six inch valves were installed with 
this line. 

This pipe was laid to supply the Van Raalte property 
with water for a sprinkler system To connect their build- 
ings to our new line we laid, at their expense, 220 ft of 8 
inch and 48 feet of 6 inch. One new hydrant and an 8 inch 
valve were also installed. 

The progress of this work was ; good illustration of 
what Towns and Cities have to contend with on all new work. 

Pipe, fittings and valves were ordered on May 5, the pipe 
was delivered on August 17th, but the valves were not de- 
livered until November 29th. I believe the men made ex- 
cellent progress after we received the material to work with. 

One hundred and twenty-six feet of 8 inch pipe and a 
new three way hydrant were laid for the Middlebury Col- 
lege Field House off South Main Street, at their expense. 

Our distributing system is about the same as last year, 
or about 26 miles of cast iron pipe from 4 to 10 inches in 
diameter and 80 hydrants. Sixteen new services have been 
installed bringing the total to 730. Of these 150 are metered 
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and 580 on flat rate One four inch and two six inch valves 
have been added to the system. | 

We now have 50 four-inch, 54 six-inch and 9 eight-inch 
valves. 19 house services were renewed, 26 leaks have been 
repaired on house services, 33 on our main lines and 4 on 
our hydrants. 

Our largest leak was, as usual, on the Bristol Notch line 
where three were found on March 10. One near the Wheeler 
farm was especially bad when one length of 4 inch pipe and 
a blow off valve were blown out of a 6 inch by 4 inch tee 
allowing all the water in this line to be wasted. 

One other serious leak on March 26th was the break in 
the 2 inch line which crosses the Otter Creek south of the 
Pulp Mill Bridge. This line supplies several houses in Wey- 
bridge. A temporary line was laid over the bridge. The 
users were without water for about 12 hours. This line was 
relaid during a low water period on September 20th. 

The Bristol Notch reservoir was cleaned twice this year. 
While cleaning about October 14, we attempted to repair the 
walls of the Intake House and found them in such poor con- 
dition that it was decided to remove them. 

A new foundation of reinforced concrete was then erect- 
ed and the wooden house or shed placed on it. This work was 
completed on November 38rd. 

Had a small fire at the Palmer Spring pumping station 
on January 8th. The actual structural damage was small but 
as we were burning oil we had an extensive cleaning and 
painting job to do. Insurance covered a large part of the 
cost. 

We also painted the interior of the Bristol Notch Chlor- 
inating Station this year.

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MUNICIPAL MANAGER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Trustees and Citizens of Middlebury: 


The work done during the year of 1949 under the Manager 
form of Government is as follows: — 


This is the thirteenth year Middlebury has operated under 
this form. 


HIGHWAYS 


The highway work was carried on with Russell Dwire as 
Foreman from January to May Ist., and since that date through 
the year under the supervision of Jan DeBouter. 


Work with State Aid was the resurfacing with asphalt on 
South Main Street, 3600 Sq. Yds., Weybridge Street, 2820 Sy. 
Yds., College Street, 5640 Sq. Yds., Morningside, 1528 Sq. Yds., 
Water Street, 1110 Sq. Yds., Green Mountain Place, 1500 Sq. 
Yds., and Seymour Street, 2700 Sq. Yds. 

New construction work was completed on Elm Street, 3000 
Sq. Yds., Chipman Park, 3300 Sq. Yds., and Adirondack View, 
700 Sq. Yds. 


Merchants Row was rebuilt north of the center line to- 
gether with a new concrete curb and new walk at the Village 
Green. 


Calcium Chloride was applied to Storrs Avenue, Franklin 
Street, Exchange Street and Thomas Street. 


SNOW AND ICE 


Plowing and removal of snow was not too severe this year 
as we only had a total fall of about 31 inches. 

Sanding cost us about $1200, plowing about $600 and re- 
moving $400. 

A new Baker blade plow was purchased for the new [n- 
ternational Truck at a cost of $710. 


DRAINAGE 


No work was attempted on our storm drains, the work 
being maintenance and catch basin cleaning only. 
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SIDEWALKS 


In addition to the new walk on Merchants Row sections 
of walks were replaced on North Pleasant Street near the Porter 
House and a section on Seymour Street at the Fire Station. 


A new gravel walk was constructed on Weybridge Street, 
at the new residences of John Conway, Valmore Conway and 
Louis Emilo. 

An asphalt mix walk was laid over the existing walk on 
Court Street in front of the property of Mrs. Cushing Hill, W. 
O. Zeno and the Addison County Jail. 


TREES 


Our elm trees were sprayed for Elm Tree beetle again 
this year, the work being done by Floyd I. Moorby, Inc., of 
Burlington. 


SEWERS 


No new sewers have been constructed, the work being 
maintenance and repair only. On Mill Street we relocated 175 
ft. of six inch sewer correcting a source of trouble at this point. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Fire Department has operated under the supervision 
of Chief, Arthur Benedict and Ass’t. Chief, John Lowre from 
January Ist. to April 13, when Lowre resigned. Michael Nappi 
was appointed Asst Chief on May 18, 1949 and has served 
through the year. 

We have the same number of trucks as last year, namely: 
a 750 G.P.M. American LaFrance Pumper, a 350 G.P.M. Dodge 
assembled truck with booster tank and an American LaFrance 
City Service Ladder truck. 


A new, larger motor has been installed on the Dodge truck 
during the year, the old motor proved too small for the work 
required. 


POLICE 


The Police Department has continued to operate with the 
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same regular officers as last year, Chief Donald Williamson 
and day officer on traffic duty, Joseph Booska. We also, have 
three special officers for regular police work and three specials 
at Middlebury College. 


ZONING 


At a special Village meeting held May 25, 1949 a regula- 
tion known as “Municipal Zoning Ordinance of the Village of 
Middlebury, Vt.” Adopted by a vote of 98 yes and 71 no. 


The Board of Trustees at a regular meeting held on June 
14th appointed Ernest E. Lothrop as Administrative Officer. 
On the Board of Adjustment the following were appointed: Dr. 
H. I. Slocum, Mrs. Emery Parent, Miss Jessica Boulia, and W. 
H. Waite. 


No business done on Zoning during the year. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The Village has several problems which should be givea 
serious consideration. 


First, many of our sidewalks are in such poor condition 
that they are dangerous to walk on. 


Second, our drainage system for storm water must he 
studied and plans made to care for the condition on South 
Street, North Pleasant Street, Weybridge Street and other lo- 
cations. 

Third, road construction, Merchants Row, new road sur- 
face, new curb and walks to correspond with or match the work 
done during 1949. 


Many of our roads have a bad condition on the existing 
shoulders where the surface is soft and muddy each side of the 
traveled way on every wet period. 


Court Street, Court Square, and North Pleasant Street, 
should be considered. The present concrete surface is wearing 
badly and a new surface of hot mix asphalt must be placed 
in a few years. This will probably cost about $1.85 per square 
yard, or approximately $10,000 for Court Street and $10,000 for 
North Pleasant Street. 
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I believe we should have a planning board to lay out all 
work over a period of at least five years so that we may plan 
the work and anticipate our budget over this period. As fast 
as one years work is completed another year could be added 
so that we might have our expenditures set up for a period of 
five years at all times. 


We should purchase as soon as funds are available one 
new truck, a new air compressor and a concrete mixer. These 
pieces of equipment are very necessary to enable us to carry 
on our work efficiently. 


I believe we have obtained full value for each dollar spent 
on our construction work this year. The working force have 
done well and we have had the co-operation of the Trustees 
and most of the Citizens at all times.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
To the Municipal Manager: 


The following report and inventory taken December 31, 
1949 is herewith submitted. 


There were 33 general alarms, eight of which were in 
the Town of Middlebury, an income to the Department of 
$1267.00. Nine out of town, general alarms were answered 
and the income to the department was $169.00. There were 
21 still alarms, four of which were in the Town of Mid- 
dlebury and four out of town. The income amounted to 
$92.00. 


We have purchased during the year, 500 feet of two and 
one half inch hose for $585.00 and installed a new motor in 
the Dodge truck at a cost of $428.65. The value of the build- 
ing is about $15,000.00, our trucks $8500.00 and other equip- 
ment $4662.00.

Your Boy Scout Committee is pleased to report the con- 
clusion on October 31, 1949, of a year of Scouting activity in 
this village. 


Troop 86 held about 40 weékly meetings of instructions 
and Scoutcraft under the leadership of Scoutmaster Henry 
Beecher.

REPORT OF THE VILLAGE RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The problem of operating a recreational program was 
found to be no simple task, especially when only limited means 
were available. The committee, after interviewing a number 
of candidates, were fortunate in securing the services of Mr. 
and Mrs. Thomas Duff who proved to be excellent play ground 
directors. 


Thanks to help donated by individuals, clubs and corpora- 
tions the playground was equipped with a softball diamond, 
basket ball backstops, horseshoe pitching pits, and a room for 
carrying on activities in inclement weather. 


At an expense of less than a hundred dollars, plus the 
gift of a good bit of equipment from the college, material was 
available to carry on a well directed program. 


The swimming program was one of the big features of the 
summer. Transportation was provided for three afternoons a 
week and some volunteer assistance gave adequate super- 
vision, added to the directional work of Mr. Duff. Mr. Duff, 
being an approved Red Cross Swimming Instructor, passed some 
thirty-five children in the Beginners and Intermediate Swim- 
ming Tests. The Red Cross donated a hundred dollars to this 
part of the program and, since Salisbury participated in the 
instruction, added another fifty dollars for that town. With- 
out this money it would have been impossible to carry out the 
swimming project. 
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The financial report shows a surplus of eighty dollars. 
This, because there were three days when weather conditions 
made swimming impracticable. Also there were several days 
when the number of children was so great that Mr. Brush 
furnished an additional truck at no cost. If we had been re- 
quired to pay for that service given we would be in the red. 

Several calls have come to the recreational committee for 
financial backing for community recreational projects, such as 
Hallowe'en, the (Sahdey, P. M. ‘boy's club movement, the skat- 
ing rink, etc. This leads the committee to recommend that the 
Village take steps to make a comprehensive study, together 
with service clubs, patriotic organizations and interested citi- 
zens, of the recreational needs of the community. It is our firm 
belief that it would be less expensive and would act for greater 
efficiency in providing for the essential needs of Middlebury. 

This report would be incomplete without a word of ap- 
preciation for the valuable work of one committee member, 
Miss Olive Dean, who was forced to resign because of ill 
health. Her contribution to the recreational program of Mid- 
dlebury cannot be overestimated. May the splendid example 
of her untiring efforts in behalf of the recreational program be 
a guide and stimulus to the entire community.

MUNICIPAL MANAGER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Water Commissioners and the Citizens of 
Middlebury Village: 


My report of the work done by the Water Department 
for 1949 is herewith submitted. 


We have made no addition to our existing mains, but 
have taken out 360 ft., of four inch on Water Street and re- 
placed it with 360 ft., of eight inch and added one new eight 
inch valve. Work was started May 20, and completed on 
June 2. We now have an eight inch line from Cross Street to 


South Street and have completed the work started in 1941. 


Two old hydrants, have been taken out and new ones 
installed. One new, three-way hydrant was added. This lo- 
cated on Seymour St., near the northerly end of the Com- 
munity House lot. 


The old three quarter inch iron pipe located on the east- 
erly side of the road to the Chateau has been abandoned. The 
services formerly attached to this line are now connected to 
the four inch main on the westerly side of this street. 


A six inch check valve on the Bristol Notch line was 
cut in at Washington St., this valve and a one inch by-pass 
are in a concrete pit which is six foot three inches long, 
three feet eight inches wide and five feet deep. The pit has 
a reinforced concrete slab top and is entered through a 
standard sewer man hole. 


This valve will prevent the draining of our reservoir 
when ever we are unfortunate enough to have another big 
leak on Bristol Notch line. 


We had one such leak during 1949. After the valve was 
installed, it worked. Our air valves and relief valves on this 
Bristol line have been checked twice this year and are now 
in new wooden box pits and filled with hay to prevent freez- 
ing during the winter. 


The Little Notch Reservoir was cleaned of leaves, bran- 
ches, etc., during August. The blow-off and valve north of 


the reservoir were repaired and re-laid. 
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The filter stockings at the Notch Chlorinator were 
changed on January5, August 5, and December 23. 


__ The Palmer Spring line has given no trouble. Commis- 
Sioner Drake with an assistant repacked both pumps at the 
Pumping Station about April Ist. 


On May 10, the Chlorinator at the Pumping Station was 
thoroughly overhauled, worn parts replaced and the ma- 
chine put in A-1 condition by a representative of the manu- 
facturer, Wallace & Tiernan. 


On May 19, the main cable on the control for the small 
pump burned off. Commissioner Drake also repaired this. 
The larger pump was run during the period that the small 
pump was shut down. 


New disks were installed in one of the two six inch val- 
ves. 


The pool at the spring was treated four times between 
August 5, and September 17, with three and two and one-half 
pound applications of copper sulfate. This has done away 


with most of the growth in the water. 


This season has been exceptionally dry. A 45 day 
drought was broken July 10th. During this time we were 
compelled to request water users to discontinue the water- 
ing of lawns on July 8. 

A greater cause of water shortage was found during 


August. Two large leaks were discovered, one of which on 
North Pleasant has apparently been leaking for several 
years. The probable loss from these leaks was around 200 
gallons per minute. 


Work on New Source of Supply 


Considerable work has been done by Commissioner 
Drake with an assistant on the location of an additional 
source of supply for our system. 


Flowage measurements and surveys made of several lo- 
cations. Negotiations are now being carried on toward the 
purchase of a spring and rights of way. Nothing definite 
has been accomplished to date. 


This work must continue. As the Village population 
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grows and the use of water increases it will soon be neces- 
sary to obtain additional water. 


In spite of the water shortage we were able to help 
residents of our neighboring towns by selling them tank 
loads of water. We have erected a standpipe at the Village 
Shed to load these tanks and discontinued using our fire 
hydrants for this purpose. 


We still have the problem facing us of renewing or re- 
placing our existing four inch lines with larger pipe. A four 
inch line is entirely inadequate for extinguishing fires of 
any size, and no pipe of less than six inch in diameter is ap- 
proved by the New England Insurancce exchange. 


Our distribution system now consists of about 26 miles 
of cast iron pipe from four to 10 inches in diameter and 81 
hydrants. Seven new services have been installed bringing 
the total to 771; of these 167 are metered and 604 on the flat 
rate. One eight inch valve has been set. We now have 50, 
four inch; 54, six inch and 10, eight inch valves. Twenty 
seven house services have been renewed, 22 service leaks 
repaired, 24 leaks on the mains and five hydrant leaks. Six 
new meter wells have been built, two services have been 
discontinued.

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VALUE OF WATER DEPARTMENT 


The average citizen does not give much thought as to 
the extent or value of his Water Department as long as wa- 
ter continues to be available any time he turns on the faucet. 

The Village first voted to construct a Water Department 
at a meeting held August 19, 1890. At that time and for 
several years afterwards the water was pumped from Otter 
Creek. 

In 1901 the Bristol Notch pipe line and reservoir were 
constructed and also the Chipman Hill reservoir. 

In 1928 the Palmer Spring reservoir pumping station 
and pipe line were constructed and in 1944 chlorinators were 
established at both Palmer Spring and at Bristol Notch. 

The above with about 26 miles of cast iron pipe and 730 
house services, equipment etc., will bring the value of our de- 
partment up to approximately $585,000. 

The value of our inventory of tools, small parts and 
pipe on hand is $12,214. The inventory is on file in the Town 
Managers Office.

When sign, or signs, devices or marks that bear 
the word “Stop” or the legend “Stop Through Street’ 
are installed upon any street or roadway intersectng 
any “Through” Street, the operator of a vehicle before 
entering upon a “Through” Street above designated, 


Nine 
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shall bring the same to full, complete stop at the place 
where such street meets the prolongation of the newest 
property line of such “through” street, subject, how- 
ever, to the directions of any official traffic control 
sign or signal or the direction of any police officer at 
such intersection. 


Article 11-G Seotion 1 
Penalties, Repeal, Effect, Publication 


Penalties: A person who violates these articles as to 
the operation or use of a vehicle other than a provision 
pertaining to parking shall be fined not more than 
fifty dollars ($50.00) or imprisoned not more than 
thirty days, or both. 

Penalties for violations of the parking laws shall 
be, $1.00 for the first violation in any calendar year 
and $2.00 for the second violation in any calendar year. 
(No. 240 Laws of Vermont, 1947) These amendments 
effective March 10, 1950. 


To see if the Voters of the Village of Middlebury will 
vote to amend the by-laws of the Village by adopting 
the following ordinance, which said ordinance shall be 
Article 34 of Section 13 of its by-laws: 

No person shall deposit or burn garbage outside a 
building in any place within the Village Limits other 
than the Village maintained dump, except: 

1. That a person may keep garbage awaiting col- 
lection outside a building in a metal container 
with a metal cover. 

2. That a person may bury garbage in the ground 
at least one foot below the surface of the earth, 
provided said garbage is immediately covered 
with earth to the level of the ground surface. 

3. That a person may feed garbage to livestock. 
No person shall deposit outside a building waste paper, 
waste paper cartons, tin cans which formerly contained 
food, empty bottles and broken glass, in any place 
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within the Village Limits other than the Village main-_ 
tained dump, unless same is in a suitable container and 
awaiting collection. 

Nothing contained in this ordinance shall be in- 
terpreted as preventing a person from burning waste 
paper and waste cartons provided they are burned in 
accordance with the ordinance regulating the burning 
thereof. 

A person who violates this ordinance shall be fined 
not more than $100.00 for each offence.

ANNUAL VILLAGE MEETING — 1950 


February Ist, 1950 


Meeting called to order at 8 P.M. by Moderator, Dr. H. I. 
Slocum. 


It was moved and seconded and carried that the reading 
of the Warning be dispensed with at this time and that each 
article will be read by the Moderator before being considered 
by the voters. 


1. Dr. H. I. Slocum was elected Moderator and H. L. 
Cushman, Clerk of the meeting. 


2. The reports of the Village Officers as submitted by the 
Auditors were accepted. 


3. Daylight Saving Time to be observed in the Village of 
Middlebury from 2:00 A. M. on Sunday, April 80, 1950 to 2:00 
A.M. on Sunday, September 24, 1950, was adopted. 


4, Will the Village authorize the Auditors of the Village to 
employ the services of an accountant from the office of the 
Auditor of Accounts as provided in No. 55 of the Acts of 1937 
to conduct an Audit of the Accounts of the Village. 


A voter stated that he thought this to be unnecessary and 
also expensive and unless he heard a dissenting voice moved 
that it be laid on the table. This motion was seconded and 
carried. 


5. Another voter spoke on this Article to the effect that 
the Trustees, after much thought, believed they could carry on 
the Village Business with a lower tax rate then last year, and 
moved a tax of $1.73 for maintaining and repairing roads and 
walks in the Village. It was seconded and carried. 


6. He also spoke on this Article to the same effect as Article 
5, and moved a tax of $.64 to pay expenses for the ensuing year 
and to pay outstanding orders and obligations of the Village 
with interest. Motion seconded and carried. 
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7. This article relating to conducting a recreation program 
was explained and asked for the support of a year round pro- 
gram which would depend on the tax voted to finance such a 
program. It was moved and seconded that this Article be adopted. 
This called for a tax of $.05 on the Grand List. Motion carried. 


8. The Article was to amend the By-Laws of the Village 
on Parking. Manager Lothrop was asked to explain this Article. 
It was moved that this Article be adopted. 


One voter raised some questions as to the advisability of 
making College Street a through Street on account of the many 
students crossing. The legality of some of the sections of the 
Article was questioned and asked the Village attorney’s opinion. 


The attorney replied that he did consider them legal. 


An amendment was moved to motion that each section be 
taken up individually. This was seconded by Attorney Burrage 
and carried. 


Act 11-E. Section 6. 
Prevention of Nuisances. 


It was moved that this section be adopted. It was seconded 
and carried. 


Act 11-E. Section 9. 

Operation of Vehicles 
It was moved that this article be adopted. It was seconded. 
The amendment was then moved that it be changed to 


read—shall bring the same to a stop instead of a complete stop. 
The amendment was not carried. 


The original motion was then taken up and adopted. 


Act. 11-G. Section 1. 
Penalties, Repeal, Effect and Publication. 


It was moved that this Article with the deletion of the first - 
in any calendar year - under penalties be adopted. It was 


seconded and carried. 


9. To see if the voters will vote to amend the by-laws by 
adopting a new ordinance called Act 34 Section 13 of its by-laws 
which has to do with garbage disposal. It was moved that this 
article be adopted and to become effective on April 1st 1950. 
It was seconded. 


A ballot was called for on this Article. 


A voter spoke against the Article stating that he was trying 
to fill up the lot back of his filling station, to be used by the 
Village, as a parking lot and if this motion passed, it would 
prevent him from continuing the project. 


Three spoke for the Article. 


A voter moved an amendment to the motion that it read— 
“No person shall deposit outside a building waste paper cartons, 
tin cans which formerly contained food, empty bottles and 
broken glass in any place within the Village Limits other than 
the Village maintained dump, (or places especially designated 
by the Trustees), unless same is in a suitable container and 
awaiting collection”. The amendment was seconded and carried 
The result of the ballot was as follows: 


Votes cast 184. Yes 118. No 68, and the Article was adopted 
and amended. 


10. To elect Village Officers. 


Dr. Slocum was nominated as Trustee and was seconded, 
but he refused to run. 


Richard Hubbard was nominated, but he also refused to 
run. 


Roy Keeser was then nominated as a Trustee. This was 
seconded and carried. 


C. R. Needham was nominated but he withdrew his name. 


Ralph Elliott was nominated to succeed himself but he 


declined the nomination. 


Ray Marshall was then nominated which was seconded and 
carried. 


Gilbert Shaw was nominated as Water Commissioner. This 
was seconded and carried. 


Wilbur Smith and Robert Bowles were nominated to succeed 
themselves as Auditors. Motion was carried. 


Harry L. Cushman was then nominated to succeed himself 
as Treasurer. It was seconded and carried. 


Elizabeth Fitzpatrick was nominated to succeed herself as 
tax collector. It was seconded and carried. 


11. A report of the Commissions appointed to study the 
tax question was called for. | 


Wayne Bosworth spoke for the Commissions and read _ their 
report which was submitted and signed by W. C. Bosworth, W. 
S. Burrage, P. S. Ufford and C. R. Needham. The reports were 
accepted and placed on file. The Commission was then dis- 
missed. 


There being no further business the meeting was adjourned.

MUNICIPAL MANAGER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Trustees and Citizens of Middlebury Village: 


Your Manager's report of the work done under the Manager 
form of Government for the year ending December 31, 1950 is 
herewith submitted. 


HIGHWAYS 


The work in this department carried on under my able 
assistant, John DeBouter as foreman is as follows. 


General Maintenance such as cleaning, cold patching, the 
annual spring washing in the business section was done in the 
usual way. 


The following State Aid Roads were treated with asphalt 
and sand on sections which showed a tendency toward breaking 
down. So. Main Street, % mile, Washington Street, 4/10 miles, 
Seminary Street, 2/10 miles, Weybridge Street, % mile and 
College Street, 1/10 of a mile. 


So. Main Street was reconstructed for a distance of about 
150 feet. Old material was removed, new gravel placed and 


black top applied. 


New construction of unselected roads was Hill Crest Road 
for 425 feet and North Street for 550 feet. Old material was 
removed, new gravel placed and black top laid. 


On Hill Street a new gravel surface was placed for about 
1000 feet. 


A premixed cold patch top was laid on Bakery Lane for 
250 feet and on Mill Street for 300 feet. 


The state highway at our request painted a center line on 
Route 7 which assisted in preventing cars from passing each 
other while traveling in the same direction. 
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SNOW AND ICE 


With a total snow fall of only 47% inches the work in caring 
for snow and ice was not as heavy as it has been in some years. 
Sanding cost us about $1650 and plowing and removing $475. 


DRAINAGE 


No work was done on new storm drains. Cleaning and 
caring for catch basins was continued. 


SIDEWALKS 
Considerable patching with asphalt and sand was done dur- 
ing the year. Old concrete walks were torn up and new slabs 
built on Court Street at numbers 32, 40, 50, 54, 61, 63 and 69. 
One hundred and seventy feet of new walk, 4 feet in width was 
constructed at numbers 15 and 17 Elm Street. 


TREES 


The usual number of Elm Trees on our public highways 
were sprayed for the Elm Tree Beetle using the Mist Method. 
The work was done by Floyd J. Moorby of Burlington. 


SEWERS 


No new sewer constructed. The usual amount of cleaning 
and repairing of the house connections was continued. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Our efficient Fire Department has continued its good work 
during the year under Chief Arthur Benedict and Asst. Chief 
Michael Nappi. 


We have the same three pieces of apparatus that we have 
had for the past few years. — 


POLICE 


This department has continued its good work without any 
serious trouble during the year under the supervision of Donald 
Williamson as Chief, Joseph Booska as day officer and traffic 
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officer and special officers. 


The Chief has appointed a corp of special police who will 
be trained for emergency work. 


ZONING 


The Zoning Board has operated this year with the same 
members as were appointed last year. 


PURCHASES 


We purchased this year one new Dodge Dump Truck for 
$2703 net cost and a new Concrete Mixer for $701, both badly 
needed and have proven their value. 


HURRICANE 


On Saturday, November 25th this town experienced a very 
severe wind storm, beginning early in the day and increasing in 
intensity until the early evening. Many of our larger trees were 
blown down across our streets, blocking all traffic on both 
highways and railroad. 


Buildings in the town were also, severely damaged, many 
dairy barns being blown down, and the cattle in them were 


killed. 
Lights, power and telephone wires were severely damaged. 


Our Chief of Police noting the severity of the damage had 
the fire alarm blown for a general alarm. Most every fireman 
responded and were put to work as watchmen and traffic of- 
ficers. 


The Highway and Water Departments were, also, called 
out to clean the highways of trees and other debris. 


The work of cleaning up went on night and day. With the 
help of volunteers many from the college, the hiring of trucks, 
tractors and power saws, our streets were passable in most 
sections of town by Sunday night. Every street in the town and 
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village was passable for their entire length by 3:30 P.M. on 
Monday, November 27. 


The power that operates our pumps at the Palmer Spring 
Pumping Station was off and our reservoir was becoming lower 
and lower each hour. The supply from Bristol Notch was not 
sufficient to furnish the water necessary for ordinary use. If we 
had been so unfortunate as to have had a bad fire we would 
have been in a serious condition. This power was turned on at 
4:30 P.M. Monday, November 27. The water in our reservoir 
at this time was only about three feet deep. 


The G.V.P.i5:; and the:N. E. Tel. & Tel. Co.; with assistance 
from out of state men and equipment worked energetically night 
and day until all our lights, both house, street and telephones 
were again usable the evening of Friday, December 15. We 
were without lights for twenty days. 

The last tree was removed to the dump on Monday, January 
12, 1951. About 225 trees were removed from our public highway 
alone. In addition many hundreds fell on the property of our 
citizens. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Your Manager has attempted to lay out our annual con- 
struction program in such a way that all our village streets will 
eventually have a hard surface of either asphalt tar or concrete. 


There are three streets still to be built, Storrs Ave., at an 
estimated cost of $5400, Franklin Street at $3500 and Exchange 
Street at $4400 or at a total cost of $13,300. 


In addition there are several streets that should be entirely 
rebuilt. The two outstanding ones are South Street and South 
Main Street. On both of these streets the first thing to be con- 
sidered is a system of storm or surface drainage. 


The estimated cost of the drain on South Street is $5500 and 
the general construction $12,500, a total cost of $18,000. 


1 
On South Main Street the estimated cost of the drains would 
be $5500 and the road construction $9500, a total cost of $15,000. 


We all understand that our village cannot do this all at 
once unless we vote a bond issue to cover said cost. 


To construct these streets it seems to me that the best way 
would be to adopt a plan covering a period of years and then 
progressively carry out our program to completion.

To the Municipal Manager: 


The following report and inventory taken December 31, 
1950 is herewith submitted. 


| There were 19 general alarms, seven of which were in the 
Town of Middlebury at an income to the department of 
$377.00. Six out of town, general alarms were answered and 
the income to the department was $207.00. There were 16 
still alarms, three of which were out of town. The income 
amounted to $117.00 


The department responded to a call from the town of 
Goshen to aid in a forest fire there early last May. 


The general alarm on Nov. 25 was for the purpose of 
calling out all men for service during the hurricane. Practic- 
ally every man responded. The cost for this service was 
$300.00 F 

We have purchased during the year, 600 feet of one 
and one-half inch double jacket hose for $420.00. The value 
of the building is about $15,000.00, our trucks $8500.00 and 
other equipment $5000.00. The general inventory is on file 
at the Manager’s office. 

I recommend that the Department have some new rain 
coats and a few pairs of boots, one if not two new fog nozzles. 

The Chief and members of the Department wish to thank 
the citizens of Middlebury and Police Department for the 
assistance they rendered the Fire Department in the past 
year.

1950 RECREATION COMMITTEE REPORT 


The 1950 recreation program was conducted for an eight 
weeks period during July and August under the leadership of 
Stephen Guter, assisted by Judith Slocum and Susan Sholes. As 
formerly, the part of the program most enthusiastically received, 
was swimming where good progress was made in teaching the 
children the fundamentals of swimming and water safety. The 
average daily attendance was between thirty and _ thirty-five. _ 
The employment of a second assistant was primarily to give 
added safety to the swimming program. 


A cursory examination of the village report shows a defi- 
cient spending by the recreation committee. Such is not the 
case since, in the report, the donation from the Red Cross for 
the swimming program appears elsewhere in the budget. A sur- 
plus from the 1949 season was taken into consideration when 
setting up the 1950 budget by the committee. 


The committee recommends that some consideration be 
given to better playground facilities for the ensuing year. As yet, 
there are no toilet facilities on the grounds. The hurricane dam- 
age to the available shelter was considerable and will doubtless 
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make that untenable for the ensuing year. Something of a more 
permanent nature should be a part of the next recreational 
program. 


Since swimming is a major part of the summer project, it 
would be an excellent idea to increase the grant sufficiently to 
provide five afternoons a week rather than the three heretofore 
allotted. An additional $160.00 would provide for this. 


The committee is of the opinion that recreation is, more 
than ever, an integral part of the community life and that it 
should be expanded to incorporate all such activities under a 
single head. Summer playground, boy’s club, adult education, 
arts and crafts and the like should be integrated to provide the 
greatest benefit to the taxpayer at a minimum of expense. 


The committee wishes to thank all who assisted in making 
the summer project a success.

MUNICIPAL MANAGER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Water Commissioners and the Citizens of 
Middlebury Village: 


Your Municipal Managers report for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1950 is herewith submitted. 


We have added to our mains, 192 feet of 2” cast iron pipe 
at Chipman Park. 798 feet of 2” cast iron on Chipman Heights, 
the new development on Chipman Hill, 216 feet of 6” on the 
development south of Water Street and 912 feet of 6” cast iron 
pipe at the Pulp Mill Bridge Road in Weybridge. The greater 
portion of this last mentioned project was paid for by Hulberic 
Gingras and is a part of the development of his property on 
that street. We, also, relocated 300 feet of 4” pipe on Court 
Street, which eliminates the hazard of a leak developing in the 
old line under the concrete road. 


Several new services were laid this year, the larger ones 
being a new 6” and 8” service for a sprinkler system for the 
Middlebury Inn, a 4” connection to supply the two new dormi- 
tories at the College (North and South Battell), a new 1” line 
from South Main Street to the Porter Field baseball field and 
a %’ line to the St. Mary’s Cemetery south of Hill Crest Avenue. 


Work at Bristol Notch has been the cutting of the timber 
that has grown up over our pipe line, the annual cleaning of 
our reservoir and general maintenance at the chlorination station. 


‘The blow off and relief valves on the Bristol line have been 
checked twice this year and covered with straw to prevent 
freezing during the winter. 


The small pump at the Palmer Spring Pumping Station 
was overhauled this season. The large pump was used to do 
the pumping from June 30 to December 16, both pumps are 
again in condition to operate. 
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We were not bothered by lack of water this season. 


I still wish to keep before the citizens the fact that our 
four inch mains must be replaced with six inch as soon as we 
are financially able to undertake this work. 


Our distribution system now consists of 26.4 miles of cast 
iron pipe from two to ten inch in diameter and 82 hydrants. 


Twenty-five new services were installed, bringing the total 
to 796 and of these 176 are meters and 620 are the flat rate. 


New valves added this year were, one 8”, three 6”, two 4”, 
one 24” and two 2”. We now have 11 eight inch, 57 six inch, 52 
four inch, 1 two and one half-inch and 3 two inch. Twenty seven 
house services were renewed. 


Repaired 32 leaks on our mains and 27 on the house services. 
Nine new meters were installed. 


The book value of our Water Department is about $600,000, 
our inventory for equipment on hand, small tools etc., is about 
$11,300, making a total of $611,300. 


The detailed inventory is on file in the Managers Office.

First: To elect a Moderator and Village Clerk. 


Second: To act upon the reports of the Village Officers as 
submitted by the Auditors. 


Third: Shall Eastern Daylight Savings Time be observed in the 
Village of Middlebury from 2:00 A.M. on Sunday 
April 29, 1951 to 2:00 A. M. on Sunday Sept. 30, 1951. 


Fourth: To see if the voters of the Village of Middlebury will 
vote a tax of $1.69 on each $1.00 of the Grand List 
for the construction, maintenance and repair of roads 
and sidewalks in said village; 15¢ on each $1.00 of 
the Grand List of said sum of $1.69 to be used for 
the construction, repair and maintenance of side- 
walks and highways damaged by the hurricane of 
November 25, 1950. 


Fifth: To vote a tax to pay expenses for the ensuing year and 
to pay outstanding orders and obligations of the 
Village with interest.
